The most dangerous 
group 
of 
drivers, 
according to statistics, is 
the group which ought to be the safe­ 
st: The so-called “ teen-age” class. 
When a person of eighteen or young­ 
er has an accident it is almost a se­ 
rious one. 
It is 42 per cent more 
likely to be fatal than if an older 
driver w-ere involved. 
In the opinion of authorities, the 
chief difficulty is that young people 
who drive cars lack both training and 
judgment. 
They have had no formal 
instruction behind the wheel. 
Usu- 
allly they learn to drive by watching 
older persons or a young compan­ 
ion. 
In this way 
they learn bad 
practices along with good ones, and 
being young, they are arpt to ex­ 
aggerate the bad and minimize 
the 
good. 
As one 
bad apple contami­ 
nates a barrel, one poor driver can 
create dozens of worse ones if he 
attempts the role of teacher. 
Fortunately, the high schools of 
the nation are recognizing a respon­ 
sibility for these 
facts. 
According 
to the safety education division of 
the National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety 
Underwriters, 
some 
five 
thousand high schools in more than 
half the states 
are now giving in­ 
struction in the principles of traf­ 
fic safety. 
Some schools are ac­ 
tually teaching their .students how to 
drive by giving real road training in 
real cars. 
Three states, California, 
Indiana, and North Carolina, 
have 
made such instruction 
compulsory, 
while state departments of education 
in 28 states 
have 
issued 
model 
courses in study in traffic safety. 
The subject of good driving has be­ 
come the fastest growing movement 
in the history of American educa- 
I tion. 
Already there are significant re­ 
sults. 
In Rhode Island, more than 
a thousand high school boys and girls 
were 
taught 
to drive in a course 
sponsored by the Motor Vehicle De­ 
partment of that state. 
Their driv­ 
ing records were kept in a special 
file for a period of three years. 
In 
all that time not one of the young­ 
sters was involved in a reportable! 
accident and not one was convicted 
of a traffic violation. 
Outstanding 
educators 
say there 
is no greater 
function for education than teach­ 
ing children how to do better, the 
things they may expect to do in life. 
Certainly, 
teaching 
them 
how to 
drive motor cars so as not to kill 
themselves or others, fits neatly in­ 
to that definition.— Industrial News.

much suffering 
and many deaths 
could be prev ented. 
The administering of tox oid is a 
v ery simple procedure and causes the 
child little or no discomfort. In ap­ 
prox imately ninety per cent of the 
children receiv ing tox oid, there will 
be established a life long immunity 
to this disease. 
TO BE SURE, four to six months 
| after the final dose of the tox oid, 
the child should be Schick tested so 
that parents 
will know definitely 
whether their child is immune. 
The 
test consists of just a few drops of 
diphtheria tox in between the layers 
of their skin. 
If the child is im­ 
mune, no re-action will be noticed. 
If not, there will appear redness at 
the sight of the test that reaches its 
height the third or fourth day.
